1. This memorand.’Jia contains a recommendation for action by the 
Chairman, United States Intelligence Board. Srich recommendation 
appears in paragraph 4 below. 


2. A proposal for the review of intelligence community plans 
and programs (reference A) is scheduled for discussion at the United 
States Intelligence Board meeting on 9 Mciy 19^1 . The Acting Director 
for Intelligence, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, has requested that this 
matter be deferred from consideration by the United States Intelli- 
gence Board at this time (reference B). 


3 . The requested deferral is based upon the pending reorgani- 
zation of Department of Defense intelligence activities and revisions 
of budget and programming procedures within the Department now under 
way. 


4. It is recommended that you support United States Intelligence 
Board approval of the proposal contained in reference A for the 
following reasons: 

a. Joint Study Group Recommendation No. 32, as approved 
by the President on I 8 January I 961 , requires the proposed 
action at the beginning of each annual budget cycle. USIB 
action to defer the proposal would necessitate strong and 
reasonable arguments to the National Security Council justi- 
fying the delay. 

b. The information to be presented by the USTB member 
agencies is keyed to specific intelligence prograiiis considered 
necessary regardless of reorganization or changed budgeting 
and programming procedure. 
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c. A USIB review of future pluiis and progrej'^iG of the 
foreign intelligence cor.ii.iunity and for which the USIB i:ieribers 
are jointly responsible, would produce r.iutually advrutfigeous 
iuprovej-Aents froii the coiibined judgenents not othenrisc possible. 

d. The United States Bureau of the Budget endorsed the 
inclusion of recooiendation No. 32 in the Joint Study Group 
report. Having participated i’n developing the proposal, now 
before the USIB, especlal-ly r.s to its tioing, the Bureau could 
be expected to advise aga.iusv deferring the r.iatter. 

e. The iiafon.iatlon cedled for in the proposal wotld be 
of value in planning the reorganization of Defense intelli- 
gence activities and would be of coxasiderable use by then 
during the period of transition. 

f . Fiscal lear IS'^S budgets i:iust bo prcpa.red axid sub- 
uitted to the President and the Congress in any event. It 
would be LiOre axivantageous to the Intelligence coriixunity to 
do this with USIB guidance then without it.
